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BEM-INCT THE SUBMARINES. 


optimist's reasons for declaring the sub- 
marine menace beaten and proclaiming that 
he "no longer fears the submarines." There 
will yet be taken a great and frightful toll of 
shipping by the U-boats, but it is now fairly 
clear that Germany is not going to be able to 
destroy the Avorld's tonnage and win the war 
by starving her foes. Germany must win the 
war on land, if she can win at all, and the 
inauguration of the policy of frightfulness was 
her own sealed confession that she could not 
win on the land and had no hope that she 
could. 


The 
submarine

America can feed her allies, supply men with 
fuel and munitions, transport her own armies 
and supplies and go at length smashing into 
this war in a way that will count for an early 
victory and a proper and durable peace. 


DISPLAY YOUR FOOD CARDS. 


It has boon evident, for some months tiiat 
the effectivciit'ss of the German submarine 
warfare was dimiiiishiiig. 
In more recent 
weeks the toll of allied shipping taken by the 
kaiser's U-boats lias been in marked degree 
less. In his speech to tlie commons jMonday 
the British i)reiiiicr threw upon this fact the 
light of information that must cause a deal 
of rejoicing everywhere outside of enemy cir- 
cles. Mr. Lloyd Georg-e declared that he "had 
no further fear of submarines," a statement 
with which he coupled the interesting revela- 
tion that on last Saturday five U-boats had 
been destroyed. 
That is a iioavy bag of sea 
game for one day and it discloses to what de- 
gree the measures taken by the Amei-iean and 
British navies to meet the (icrman caiupaign 
of ruthlessiiess Jiave been suecessfnl. 


It has been indicalod for several months by 
the statements coming out oi' Germany that 
the policy of frightfidness iviangurated last 
February to starve Great Britain and bring 
the war to a speedy end was proving a fail- 
ure. From time to time the German advocates 
of frightfulness liave been modifying their 
claims, explaining failure and counseling pa- 
tience, assiu-ing the peoi'tle of Germany that 
it was taking time to accompli.sh tlie destruc- 
tion of British shipping, but that the cam- 
paign was proceeding inexorably and with 
definite results and tiie great end would be 
achieved in good time. There is no prospect 
that it ever will be achieved. Almost from the 
moment the American navy got into the war 
there was a slowing up of the submarine cam- 
paign. The work of the destroyers lias made 
itself felt in fighting the submarines and that 
work has been of increased effectiveness as 
the men of the American navy came to know 
better from experience how to combat the 
undersea menace. 


Since this government began to send troops 
albroad not one outbound transport has been 
touched by a German torpedo. Returning, two 
transports have been hit and one of them 
went down. It is not to be supposed that the 
German admiralty has been sparing American 
transports carrying soldiers to fight German 
armies, and it is not, therefore, to be sup- 
posed there has been any want of effort to 
attack them. 
The only conclusion is that 
measures to beat the U-boats have been suc- 
cessful. This success is freely ascribed to the 
destroyers of the two navies. The best naval 
opinion has come to agreement that no other 
weapon can equal the destroyefs in making 
the undersea boats ineffective. "With this con- 
viction in mind, the American government has 
inaugurated the greatest destroyer-building 
program ever undertaken by any naval power. 
Hundreds of millions have been appropriated 
to build them and all ship yards available for 
that purpose are going full speed to turn out 
the boats that carry terror to the submarine 
captains and crews. With this great fleet of 
destroyers beginning next summer to take t he 
water and with the destroyers themselves re- 
inforced by swarms of airplanes—also power- 
ful weapons against the undersea craft—tin; 
weapon upon which the Prussian apostles of 
frightfulness depended to win the war "in 
ninety days" will be an almost impotent 
iveapon. 


Meanwhile, the navies, of the two countries 
are more than holding their own against the 
U-boats. 
Viewing this and having in mind 
the tremendous additions to present measures 
that America-wiir be able to make within a

It has been noted that in Fort Wayne many 
households whose mistresses have , signed the 
national food pledge cards do not have the 
cards displayed. 
These cards ought to be 
shown prominently in every home. 
As the 
advertisements say, "there's a reason." As a 
matter of fact there are many reasons and not 
the least of them is the psychological one. 


The food pledge card is the evidence of a 
patriotic promise given that there shall be no 
extravagance and no waste in the kitchen. 
That is a pact that every patriotic woman can 
readily make with her government, for it 
binds her under no obligation save that she 
vrill do^ her own part to conserve food and 
lielp win the war. The food problem is one 
of increasing 
seriousness. 
Whatever 
any 
American housewife can do to make that prob- 
lem less grave ought to be a free-will offering 
to the nation. 


Many false and disturbing reports have been 
set afoot over the country to discourage 
women from joining the movement to con- 
serve food and to keep them from signing the 
pledge cards. One of the most common and 
also the most disquieting is that the govern- 
ment is planning to make a seizure of foods 
that housewives have conserved and stored by 
their own labors. 
The government has no 
such purpose. Repeatedly it has been stated 
that the food administration authorities feel 
only gratification that the domestic conserva- 
tion of foods and fruits has amounted to so 
lauch. Not a pound of anything of the sort 
will be taken. 


The women who have signed the food 
pledges need have no fear that their govern- 
ment is going to outrage them in anj^ way. 
None will be drafted for any sort of service 
i]i the war. 
None will be robbed of their 
stores. 
None will be made to suffer a de- 
privation or pang that can be spared them 
all. And certainly no American woman will 
be required to do anything that she is not 
ready and glad to volunteer to do. Show the 
food pledge card in your front window. 
It 
will do a lot of good. 


MAY BE FEDERAL CONTROL. 


To forestall any paralysis of the govern- 
ment's military arm and to insure that the 
country shall not be plunged into distress, the 
railroads of the country have prepared them- 
selves to turn their lines over to the govern- 
ment for federal operation in case the emerg- 
ency should come that makes such a drastic 
recourse necessary. 


We do not believe it is going to be neces- 
sary, for we do not believe that the railroad 
brotherhoods are going to be so obdurate in 
pressing their wage demands as to make a 
strike the only process of a settlement. There 
could be nothing more calamitous than a gen- 
eral railway strike in the midst of winter. 
The fuel shortage and the crippled state of 
transportation have already created a r-itua- 
tion that is bad enough to cause deep anxiety. 
A strike would mean slaughter wholesale if 
it should be prolonged. But above all this, a 
strike now would threaten the nation with dis- 
aster in the war. 


If the government is obliged to take over 
the railroads for operation, they Will be taken 
over and operated under the war powers of 
the government. A purely military regime in 
transportation might be interesting as a 
novelty, but it would not perhaps be fancied 
altogether in other respects. 


However, there is no great imminence of a 
strike and military rule. 
There will be an 
adjustment without having to inflict calamity 
and disaster on the country. 


The indications are, without complete offi- 
cial returns, that the Y. M. C. A, fund was 
pushed clear over the top. 
It is a bully 
achievement that every man in the army will 
have daily occasion in some way to be thank- 
ful for. 


The government has taken steps to round 
up the spies and other enemy agents in the 
country and it is time—long past time, in- 
deed, that it were done. 
The clean-up now 
may save a lot of business for firing squads 
later on.

AMERICA MUST PRODUCE 
OR FAMINE WILL BE NO 
JOKE SAYS FARM EXPERT 


(BY BASIL M. MANLY.) 


"War, famine and 
pestilence 
are 
the oldest partnership in the world, 
and they are still 
doing business," 
said Herbert Quick, federal farm loan 
commissioner, in reply to a question 
about economic conditions 
produced 
by the war. 


"Lots of people have been deluded 
by our long unbroken prosperity into 
a comfortable feeling that this an- 
cient partnership had been dissolved, 
or at least had ceased to operate in 
this land of boundless resources. 
But 
they are going to find out before long 
that these three sinister partners are 
as deadly as ever." 


"Next winter will cost more lives 
by starvation, cold and pestilence than 
any other in hostory. 


"We have never known famine in 
this country except for brief periods 
in localities cut off from the rest of 
the nation, but we are soon going to 
know 
somethng 
of 
what 
famine 
means. 
When 
the 
price 
of 
food 
reaches the present levels, which put 
the necessities of life out of life out 
of the reach of a large part of the 
people, those people are really famin- 
stricken just as much as if they were 
in a country where there was no food. 


"What do we mean by famine, any- 
how? 
We certainly don't mean that 
a 
country 
is 
famine-stricken 
only 
when it is entirely bare of food. 
If 
we do, then there never has been a 
famine in any country. 
The people 
with plenty of money in every coun- 
try have always been able to get food 
no matter how great the famine. 


"The rich in Ireland not only had 
food dui-ing the worst of the Irish 
famine, but food was exported. India 
also exported some food throughout 
all her famine periods. 
No, all that 
Is meant by famine is that the price 
of food has reached such a level as 
to put it out of th* reach of the mass 
of the people. 


"We 
Americans 
are 
dangerously 
close to such a famine now and a 
very considerable number of our peo- 
ple are actuallj' 
famine-stricken 
at 
this very time. 


"It Avill be famine for the entire 


population, if during the next year 
we do not mobilize armies, just as 
well-trained and disciplined 
as 
our 
military forces, to take control of the 
lands of this country and 
cultivate 
them. 


voices a confident expectation that it 
will succeed in its stupendous work of 
substantially cutting out unlawful pro- 
fiteering, hoarding and speculation. 
It 
is gratifying to have the reassuring 
statement from the food administra- 
tioln "that with few exceptions those 
engaged in the handling of food have 
shown the utmost patriotism and a de- 
sii-e to go even beyond the require- 
ments of the law itself in supplying 
the public with necessaries at moder- 
ate prices. The public should not raise 
false expectations that the impossible 
can be performed by the government. 


Pi-ices are everywhere abroad in 
the world and will be with us for sev- 
eral years. 
But the government can 
reach out its strong arm against the 
greed that would superimpose extor- 
tionate profits upon prices that are 
already necessarily high.

Be- 
cause the land in the vicinity of New 
York is worth from $500 to $5,000 
an acre, which puts it out 
of 
the 
reach of the people in New York who 
are capable of using it. 


"These high land values have been 
created by no other cause than the 
growth of New York and 
its sur- 
rounding communities and the people 
who own the land have only a legal 
title and not a moral right to reap 
the rich rewards of this population 
gworth. 


"In the past we Americans Wave 
been easy-going about the whole land 
question, because there has been no 
sharp necessity to drive us to solve 
it. 
But when we are brought face to 
face with famine and really under- 
stand the enormous burdens of taxa- 
tion which we are shouldering, there 
is going to be grave consideration of 
the problem of forcing land to be used 
productively."

WHY EAT CORN BREAD? 


[Wichita (Kan.) Beacon]. 


People who have not given thought 
to this subject are prone to jump at the 
conclusion that in .sending wheat flour 
to the allies and using corn bread our- 
selves we are simply giving them the 
best of it and undergoing needless sac- 
rifice. That is as far from the truth as 
anything possibly can be. 


In the first place it is absolutely im- 
possible to feed the armies in the field 
corn bread. 
Bread for the soldiers 
must be made In great central bakeries 
far behind the lines and shipped to the 
trenches. 


Corn 
bread 
will ^1ot 
keep 
long 
enough for this transportation. 


In the second place there are prac- 
tically no mills In Europe which are 
equipped to grind corn into meal. Corn 
meal will not keep long enough to be 
shipped across the ocean. 
This is an- 
other insurmountable difficulty. 


The third and least important rea- 
son is that the people of Europe are 
entirely unacquainted with corn meal 
as a food and it would be almost as 
hard to get the cookery readjusted to 
this food as it would be for the people 
of America to «tart In all a once to live 
on rice and fish. 


The first two reasons alone are suf- 
filcient to explain why it Is necessary 
for Americans to use as much corn 
meal as possible if we are to win the 
war. 


The average American housewife is 
able to make a delicious food from 
corn meal and it can be consumed 
hot from the cooking range, some- 
thing, that is Impossible in the armies. 
The world is far short of cereals and 
the only way to get through without 
starvation is to substitute wherever 
poMible. 


If the European soldier ia reasona- 
bly^ well f«d h« trill ^ il«<l .to do enr 


American soldiers. 
If we let the sol- 
diers of the allies starve we are sim- 
ply aiding our enemy to that extent and 
the surest way to starve our allies is 
to feed wheat to the hogs and refuse to 
eat corn meal or other substitutes. 


Then, 
if 
the 
allied 
soldiers 
are 
starved, we will have to send our own 
boys over in greater numbers 
than 
ever. 


What shall it be—eat a few meals 
of corn bread each week or sacrifice 
the lives of our boys? 


WHAT GERMANY FEARS. 


(St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 


It is interesting to note that in all 
of the comment of Gei'man military 
critics on the part that America will 
play in the war next spring there is 
only one phase of our war-activities 
that is not minimized—the 
aviation 
service. 
Practically all of the Teutonic 
experts seem to be agreed that the 
United States cannot send more than 
500.000 soldiers to the western front 
in the next six months and many of 
them doubt that it will be possible to 
transport even that many. 
But the 
critics do fear American airmen, and 
the course of the war indicate.s that it 
is a justifiable fear. 
Even if the allies 
at this time do not hold (^rial su- 
premacy in the west, th^ belligerents 
are so evenly matched in this respect 
that the United States can easily swing 
the balance preponderatingly in favor 
of the entente. 
Germany fears that 
America will send 10,000 airplanes into 
France next summer. 
The critics are 
alarmed over this possibility and point 
to it as the only agency that might 
swing the war against the Germans 
in the west.

Credit of $325,000,000 Has 
Not Been Stopped, Nor 
Have Supplies. 


Spec-ial Dispntcli from Our Wasliing- 
toii Ilumiu. 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 20.—Chaotic 
conditions in free llussia have so far 
not stopped the efforts either of the 
United States or of the American Red 
Cross to help. 


Early when we entered the war, the 
treasury department extended crcdits 
of 325 milliort dollars to Russia, and 
this has never been cut off. 


The government does not actually 
hand Russia monej-, 
but 
accredited 
Russian agents are free to purchase 
arms, 
munitions, 
railway 
supplies, 
food and clothing in this country, and 
I'ncle Sam honors the bills and pays 
tliem.

Just how much of this 325 millions 
has been spent, is being kept quiet. 


Civilized states do 
not 
repudiate 
their 
international 
debts.

tionary France did not repudiate the 
debts piled up by previous monarchs 
and revolution-torn Mexico also has 
acted honorably. 


All Uncle Sam gets from Russia, and 
in fact from all the aliloH to whom 
he lends money, is an 1.

country.

Lafayette, Ind., Nov, 
20.—Leopold 
Dryfus, aged 70, head of the Dryfus 
Packing and Provision company and 
one of the largest real estate holders 
in Lafayette, died this morning from 
shock, following an operation yester- 
day. 


He was born in Bavaria, Germany, 
and came here in 1867, a penniless 
youth. 
He engaged in the meat busi- 
ness and established the Dryfus com- 
pany in 1872. 
Mr. Dryfus, by thrift, 
accumulated a fortune estimated 
at 
over a million dollars. 
He waa the

DRIVEN INTO BAÏÏ 


Captured Men Tell of Re 
volt of Troops on West 
Front. 


Liverpool, 
Oct. 28.— (Con-cspond- 
•noe of the.. A-ssociated Pre.ss.)—Evi- 
dence that the Gorinan coniinanders 
lire well aware that the CJerman army 
'Is deterioj-ating and that they have to 
• try to keep it together by terrifyinii 
'J(|Reir troops is given in a letter writ- 
ten by an officer of a Liverpool reg^i^, 
'Tnent to one of the local newspapers, 
expressing the opinion that the "col- 
lapse of the German will come soon," 
Jie added: 


"The best cure for pe.ssimism be a 
iew days in the front-line trenches. 
There are no pessimists here except 
among the German 
prisoners. 


"The last time our battalion was 
in action we took quite a number of 
prisoners, and they were a dismal lot. 
One 
non-commissioned 
officer 
with 
whom I spoke told me that 
large 


nuiJibpi-s of the Germans simply will 
not face our fire, but refuse to at- 
tack. 
His own company had been 
under fire for nearly five days, and 
at last they had signed a i-ound-robin 
to the company cammander to say 
that they could not stay any longer. 
Two of the ringleaders were arrested 
with the idea of making an example 
of them, 
but their 
comrades de- 
manded their release w^ith such energy 
that the officei-s had to give way. 
Later on the men repeated their de- 
mand to be taken out of the front 
line. 
The oicer.s ffordered them back 
to duty, but the men refused. The 
officers threatened the soldiers, who i 
replied by killing al but four of the ' 
officers and mai-ching over to the ' 
British lilies to suri'ender. 
i 


"When this i)artlcular battalion was ! 
moved up against the British, the men 
had to be bullied into fighting by be- i 
ing .sent into action in front of a j 
juoving barrage, which meant certain i 
death to all who lagged behind. 
i 


"On another occasion recently, our j 
Liverpool regiment had a fierce fight • 
which ended up with a strange ex- . 
perienre. 
We had heavily engaged 
and- driven off in panic some Ger- 
mans who had been holding a strong ; 
position. 
Moving on to the next ob- ' 
jective, another party of the enems^ 
appeared. 
We felt certain that we 
were in for a rough experience, but ; 
the truth was that this bunch wanted 
to surrender badly, and they had 


made a pretense of advancing to a 
counter-attack with th object of get- 
ting near enough to us to be sure of 
protection from their own officers. 


"When the German command found 
out what had happened, they 
sent 
forward a great body of reserves with 
order 
to recapture 
our 
prisoners. 
Heavy gun fire rained on us, of which 
the prisonei-s got a good share. They 
begged us hard to save them, and 
we did all we could. 
But at one 
stage we were nearly cauglit, when 
the enemy suddenly turned on a pai*t.v 
of liquid fire experts. 
P'ortunately we 
were alert and charged at once, cap- 
turing the whole 
liquid fire outfit. 
There ensued a terrible row between 
the earlier proslners and the men we 
had taken with the liquid fire outfit. 
The first prisoners wanted to kill the 
liquid fire men. We had our hands 
full getting them all back."

Nobles, who, w'jen he saw the aged 
man step in front of the raachine, 
turned quickly to the side and would 
have avoded 
the acident 
but Mr. 
Scheie became confused and stepped 
backv/ard in front of the machine. 
The front wheel Knocked air. Scheie 
down and passed over his right an- 
kle but the driver stopped the m a - 
chine before the rear wheels touched 
him.

Boxing Under Legal Control 
in New York State is 
Abandoned. 


New 
York, 
Nov. 
20.—After 
six 
years of boxing under legal 
control 
the 
game 
of 
gloved 
fisticuffs 
has 
again 
been 
abandoned 
throughout 
New York state. 
The last bouts un- 
der the provisions of the Frawley law 
were held November 14th and 
such 
contests as may be held in the f u t u r e 
will probably be staged under the so- 
called "club membership plan." 
An 
idea of the popularity of boxing, even 
under the restrictions imposed by the 
law just repealed, may be gained f r o m 
the fact that the gate receipts during 
the 
six 
years 
of 
the 
ring 
game 
amounted to about $5,000,000 and the 
state's share was close to $300,000. 


The official returns for 1917 are not 
available at this time but the 
com- 
mis.sion reports for the years between 
1911 and 1916 show that 
$4,502,280 
wa.s paid in at the gates of the various 
boxing clubs located throughout 
the 
state and that the revenue 
derived 
undei- the 
legislature tax 
amounted 
to $2 62,2 03. 
The estimated 
receipts 
for the 
present year 
are 
placed 
at 
close to 5500,000 and the tax returns 
at about $40,000. 


Dui-ing the period of boxing under 
the Frawley law two titles 
changed 
hands 
as 
the 
result 
of 
knockouts 
scored in the rings of New York city. 
Al. McCoy wrested the 
middleweight 
title away from George Chip in April, 
1914, by knocking out the champion 
in one round. 
McCoy in turn lost his 
title in a sensational bout with Mike 
O'Dowd in the last big bout under the 
Fi-awley law, when he was 
knocked 
out by tl\e St. Paul boxer in the sixth 
round 
of their bout 
held 
Nov. 
14, 
1917. 
The other championship 
won 
and 
lost 
was 
the 
lightweight 
title 
which passed from Freddie Welsh to 
Denny Leonard earlier in the present 
year when the latter scored a clean 
knockout of the Welshman 
in their 
third meeting in this city. 


Other bouts of particular 
interest 
were the Willard-Moran and the Mc- 
Farland-Gibbons matches which set a 
record 
in rccent year gate 
receipts. 
Probably 
the 
most 
exciting 
boxing 
event under the recently defunct law 
was the K. O. Brown-Matt Wells bat- 
tle. 
This was the first big contest 
held under the Frawley rules and ap- 
parently every follow^er of boxing for 
miles about New York was eager to 
vrowd his way into Madison 
Square 
Garden for the intital clash. 
The re- 
sult was a near-riot, calls for police 
reserves and 
legalized boxing 
began 
under discouraging auspices. 
For all- 
round excitement and execution 
the 
Bombardier Wells-Al. Palzer battle at 
the garden was probably the most sen- 
sational one staged during the entire 
six years of 
boxing.

The same nerve, the same strategy 
has 
followed 
Zuppke's 
career 
as 
a 
coach, and tmder his mentorship Illi- 
nois has become one of the most feared 
teams of the western confcrence. 


Zuppke has long been an advocate 
of open play. 
When 
coaching 
the 
championship high school team at Oak 
Park, 
III., he invented 
plays 
which 
completely dumbfounded his opponents 
in east and west. 
Variations of these 
plays were continued at Illinois when 
he accepted the coaching job there four 
years aero. 


Zuppke was born in Milwaukee 36 
years ago. 
His parents were German 
but the only 
Prus.sianism 
remaining 
with the little coacli is the 
football 
schrecklichkeit 
he 
uses against 
Big 
Ten opponents. 


In 1901 he entered Wisconsin uni- 


versity, taking his degree there in 1905. 
In the fall of this year he went to New 
York to study art. 
Every Saturday he 
went to New Haven to Avatch the Y^ale 
team. 
He became acqiiainted with the 
Yale coaches and suggested a few for- 
mations for them. 
He became so popu- 
lar with the Blue coaches and players 
that he was permitted to watch secret 
practice, an honor seldom accorded to 
any but Yale letter men. 


The next year Zuppke taught in the 
high School at Muskegon, Mich., and 
incidentally coached the football team 
whicli for two years was one of the 
strongest in the state. 


Then he went to Oak Park, where 
he turned out the team which won the 
national 
championship 
by 
defeating 
two teams from the coast and the f a m - 
ous Everett, Mass., eleven. 
His repu- 
tation there secured him the place at 
Illinois.

Washington, Nov. 20.— Despite the 
tremendous loss of life and the suffer- 
ing, starvation and disease visited on 
many of the European 
nations 
and 
racial groups, it is not probable any 
of them will disappear as a result of 
the war, or even enter into a period 
of decline. 


Such is the tremendous vitality of 
the white 
breeds of 
humanity 
that 
the.v can "come back" after almost any 
kind of ordeal. 


Only a few races of 
dark-skinned 
Pacific islanders, and some tribes of 
Indians, have 
failed to exhibit 
this 
tenacity in historical times. 
^ 


Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, curator of 
^ e 
division of physical anthropology 
in 
the U. S. National museum, does not 
look for any racial degeneracy in E u - 
rope and rather expects that* all the 
belligerent 
nations, 
in a 
generation 
or two, Avill be strong and flourishing, 
almost as if nothing-had happened to 
them. 


Citing some notable instances in the 
past, he says: 


"The loss of life in Europe has been 
tremendous. 
And 
what 
percentage 
will return of the prisoners now in 
Germany, 
particularly 
the 
Russians, 
who find no champion to defend or 
protect them ?

When the epidemic broke 
out palisades were built around the 
camp, the German officers and doc- 
tors left, and everything inside the 
camp was done by the prisoners. 
Food and coffins were passed over the 
enclosure to them. Th« unfortunates 
had t/> fill one 'graveyard for trphus 


was sent to iron mines near Gicssen. 
Men who refused to work were tied to 
posts out In the snow and. storm. An- 


j other punishment was to put the re- 


calcitrant men under a lighted coke 
furnace where the heat and lack of 
air caused men to ask for mercy very 
quickly. Every half a hour a sentinel 
passed to see whether the men thus 
punished .were willing to go to work 
as ordered. He also said that on May 
20, 1916, he saw his commander, Mr. 
Maugras, and his men burned alive 
it Morthomme. 
Maugras was sur- 


rounded in his fort and instead of 
:aking him and his command prison- 
ers, the German patrol men approach- 
ed, sprayed the place and set it on 
fire.

entirely unacquainted with corn meal 
as a food and it would be almost as 
hard'to get the cookery readjusted to 
this food as it would be for the people 
jf America to start in all a once to live 
on rice and fish. 


The first two reasons alone are suf- 


fiicient to explain why it is necessary 
for Americans to use as much corn 
meal as possible If we are to win the 


American soldiers. If wo let tho sol- 
diers of the allies starve wo are sim- 
ply aiding-our enemy to that extent and 
the surest way to starve our allies is 
to feed wheat to the hogs and refuse to 
eat corn meal or other substitutes. 


'Then, if the allied soldiers are

this autumn- Some time ago, an ap- 
peal was issued to the school boys, 
stating that the government could; 
use unlimited quantities of horse 
chestnuts and acorns in the manu- 
facture of munitions. Tba quantities 
that hare been turned in have ex- 
ceeded all expectations, and the har- 
vest is only about halt in. One small 
London school has collected 24,000 I 
pounds. 
A record is kept of the num- 


ber of nuts collected by each boy, and 
the best record so far as 21,175. One 
school room of twenty boys has gath- 


• ered 115,700. 
. 


Generally the school room is used 


for collecting and drying the nuts. 
which must be brown-ripe, dry and 
free from husk. If flowed to "heat- 
while in storage, the nuts are useless 
for -the purpose required. They are 
therefore not kept in sacks, but spread 
out on a dry floor space not more 
than a foot thick and turned over 
occasionally with a fork or shovel.

of acorns find them a profitable crop 
this year, as the government pays

' The fireworks will start Friday night 
with 'a niass-meeting of students and 
alumni in the Assembly hall, after 
which the Cream and Crimson follow- 
ers will flock across Jordan river to 
participate in the largest bonfire cele- 
bration Bloomington has ever known. 
A pile of brush two hundred feet long 
and thirty feet wide will be put to the 
torch in anticipation of an Indiana vic- 
tory on Saturday. . 


Saturday morning a huge parade

the fact that the gate receipts during 
the six years 'o£ 
the ring game 


amo'unted to about $5,000,000 and the 
state's share was close to $300,000. 


The official'returns for'1917 are not 


available at- -this time but the com- 
mission reports for the years between 
1911 and. 1910 show that $4,502,280 
was paid in at the gates of the various 
boxing clubs located throughout the 
state and that the revenue derived 
under the legislature tax amounted 
to $262,263. The estimated receipts 
for the present year are placed at 
close to $500,000 and the tax returns 
at.about $40,000. 


During the period of boxing under 


the Frawley law two titles changed 
hands -.-as • the result of knockouts 
scored in the rings of New York city. 
Al. -McCoy wrested the middleweight 
title away from George Chip in April, 
1914, by knocking out the champion 
in one round. McCoy in turn lost his 
title in a sensational bout with Mike 
O'Dowd in the last big bout -under the 
Frawley law, when he was knocked 
out by the St. Paul boxer in the sixth 
round of their bout held. Nov. 14, 
1917.

Thus spoke the coach of the scrubs 


at Wisconsin a few years ago as he 
eyed a diminutive bundle of football 
togs and bandages. 


"You did, but I'm back again," said 


the pygmy.- 


That was about the way the foot- 


ball career of Robert C. Zuppke, coach 
at Illinois university started. 


For three years he haunted the foot- 


ball fields at Wisconsin but was too 
small to make the team, although 
coaches and regulars admitted that ho 
did not have an equal in school as a 
football strategist. 


And nerve—you couldn't beat him 


for nerve. He spent half his time in 
the hospital getting fixed up after 
breaking his bones and tearing his 


ligaments trying to break through the 
varsity line. 


The same nerve, the same strategy 


has followed. Zuppke's career as a 
coach, and under his mentorship Illi- 
nois has become one of the most teared 
teams of the western conference. 


Zuppke has long been an advocate 


of open play. 
"When coaching the 


championship high school team at Oak 
Park, 111., ho invented plays which 
completely dumbfounded his opponents 
in east and west. Variations of these 
plays.were continued at Illinois when 
he accepted the coaching job there four 
years ago.' 


Zuppke was born in Milwaukee 36. 


years ago. His parents were German 
but the only -Prussianism remaining 
with the little coach is the football 
schrecklichkeit he uses against Big 
Ten opponents. 


In 1901 he' entered Wisconsin uni- 


versity, taking his degree there in 1905".. 
In the fall of this year he went to New 
York to study art. Every Saturday he 
went to New Haven to watch the Yale 
team. He became acquainted with the 
Yale coaches and suggested a few for- 
mations for them. He became so popu- 
lar with .the Blue coaches and players 
that he was permitted to watch secret 
practice, an honor seldom accorded to 
any but Yale letter men. 


The next year Zuppke taught In the 


high school at Muskegon, Mich., and 
incidentally coached the. football team 
which • for two years was one of the 
strongest in the state. 
. Then ho went to Oak- Park, where 
he turned out the team which won the 
national championship by defeating 
two teams'from the coast and the fam- 
ous Everett, Mass., 'eleven. His repu- 
tation there secured him the place at 
Illinois. •

Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, curator of the 


division of physical anthropology in i 
tho U. S. National museum, does not 
look for any racial degeneracy in Eu- 
rope and rather expects that all the 
belligerent nations, in a generation 
or two, will be strong and flourishing, 
almost as if nothing had happened to 
them.
